In Conclusion 

I am compelled to represent to you the necessity of an addi- 
tional extra clerk in this department. This is rendered 
necessary especially by the magnitude of the sinking and 
trust funds, and the number and aggregate amount of 
transactions affecting them. It is simply impossible for the 
force employed to keep the accounts and records which 
should be kept, in order to exhibit fully, clearly, and at all 
times, their exact condition. That this should be done is so 
clearly a requirement of prudence and of common sense as 
not to need elaboration. There is the further consideration, 
that, in the present high price of all securities of unquestioned 
value, the task of profitably investing and re-investing the 
funds is one of uncommon difficulty, requires the unceasing 
care of the Treasurer, and necessitates for its intelligent and 
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successful discharge records showing the condition of things 
from day to day. 

I call your attention also to the question of the advisability 
of increasing the list of authorized investment securities. I 
have no distinct recommendation to make -, but it seems to me 
that it is important to coubider whether some of the approved 
classes of securities in which savings banks may invest should 
not be added to the list. Our funds must continue to increase 
until 1888, while the amount of municipal and State indebt- 
edness is steadily diminishing. 

It is desirable that the Legislature should instruct the 
Treasurer to adopt the legal par of exchange in all accounts, 
entries, and transactions involving the par of exchange be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. At present there 
are three different values of the pound sterling; and the con- 
fusion arising from this circumstance will naturally suggest 
itself upon consideration. Congress, by Act of March 3, 
1878, has established a par of exchange applying to all con- 
tracts made subsequently to 1878; and the Act requires its 
adoption for a part of oiur entries, and I urgently recommend 
the requirement of its adoption for all. It will not, of course, 
affect the substance of any transaction, as the purchase and 
disposal of exchange, and expense of the transfer of tiaoney 
and securities, are regulated by causes distinct from statutory 
law; but it will simplify our accounts, and make them con- 
form to law and to the established standard. 

By Acts of 1862, chap. 62, and 1863, chaps. 58 and 254, the 
State undertook the charge of paying certain bounties and 
allotments to soldiers and their assignees. The greater part 
of this liability has been discharged. There still remains, 
however, an amount of possible obligation for the principal 
sum, and interest at five per cent; to meet which an amount 
of about forty-six thousand dollars has been carried forward 
from year to year as cash in hand. I recommend the estab* 
lishment of this as a trust fund, or, what would probably be 
quite as well in effect, the turning-over the amount to the 
bounty fund, and the annual appropriation of the compara- 
tively small amount needed to meet payments on this account. 
In either case it seems to me claimants should be allowed to 
have a warrant certified by the auditor, upon their establish 
ing a claim to hid satisfaetion. 
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The usual tables are appended, containing statements in 
detail of revenue payments, transactions of the funds, and 
securities in which the funds are invested.
